They arc said to be vnlcanic necks, whEch 
have been filled from below with such a 
heterogeneous mixture of surrounding, un- 
derlying and locaJ recks as hardly exists 
anywhere else on ibe globe—fragments of 
shale, various eruptive rocks, boulders and 
crystals of many kinds of minerals, all 
cemented with a. hard, bluish clayey mass. 
In this breccia—the famous blue clay or 
blue ground, yellowed, near the top by 
oxidation of the iron—the diamonds 
are 


hidden, tic pipes thcunsclves being burled 
under ten. or twenty .feet of more recent 
deposits. .More than eighty different min 
crais have been delected .by Moissan in the 
blue ground. >.'o signs of high 
tempera- 


ture are found In the breccia, while fresh- 
vraler shells have been discovered 
at a 


depth of one hundred j*nd twenty feet, 
and It Is concluded that tfie eruptive force 
was steani or water acting under great 
pressure.

of diamonds had coaie from .these mines,

;f&;t high. In the year ending June, 1SS5, 
there were found 2,435,541 ;£ carats of dia- 
manils, realizing upwards of ft5.000,000, 
with a profit of !7,000,000. Large diamonds 
are less rare than Is generally supposed,

•to bo obtained by tho creation of real 
beauty. Chicago has noticed that Us rich 
men aro lair.enlably prone to retire from 
tho city when they retire from active bus- 
iness, and to spend their wealth in East- 
ern or foreign capitals. The avowed pur- 
pose is to make Chicago a homo no less 
congenial for thoso who have acquired 
money than it has been in Iho past for 
thoso with fortunes still to gain, and there 
is serious discussion of imitating tho cx- 
amplo of Pericles and endowing tho city 
with such monuments and Institutions as 
U'ill gain for It Iho title of tho modern 
Athens. 


It Is easy to smile at this ambition, but 


it will bo well, before allowing the smllo i 
to becomo a laugh, to remember that the* ] 
public spirit of Chicago's citizens Is ve- 
hement and unwearied, and that, In tbolr 
rcall;ation of the fact that commercial 
supremacy In the West Is passing away 
from them, there Is a motive for "doing 
something" that may well take.just the 
form faintly outlined above.—[New York 
Times.

U Is prelty well agreed thai Ihe Greeks 


inusl witi in the present war or Le wiped 
oul. Tile Turl;e are uncompromising ene- 
mies as well as cruel desiwilerf. 
They 


never ilo things by the halves, and once 
given tho oiiportunltr they make a clean 
job of what they undertake. 


It must be confessed that the war was 


not of Ilielr own seeking, though they pre- 


tiSl opportunities for it of the most ag- 


gravating character. At present they have 
most. It liot all, the European govern- 
ments on their side, though the sympathies 
of lite peoplo are pretty much all with 
King George ami his subjects. This is es- 
pecially true of the American people, who 
as with one voice are heard In defense of 
tho little kingdom that has itareil to face 
the world and fighi, single-handed, the 
bailies of patrlotlsni and liberty. 


Many have believed, and are still hop- 


ing, lhat some of the powers heretofore 
acting In concert .wi)l break 
away 
and 


come to Ihe relief ot tbe struggling lillle 
kingdom, either by calling a ball in the 
proceedings or lending even more mate- 
rial assistance. 
This might still further 


disturb the peace'of Europe, and possibly 
lead to almost universal conflict Ihrongh- 
oul Hie Old .World, unless certain nations 
shall abate their pretensions ami curb 
their ambitions in the.direction of territo- 
rial coiinuests'ahd extended sovereignty. 


The aggressive operations of the Greek: 


In the west belong rather to the tactics 
of a powerful, military nation that expects 
to sweep everything before it than to the 
policy of heating back the enemy where he 
Is strongest and most threatening, which 
prudence should commend to a country in 
the perilous position of Greece today. A 
lot of Hellenic sentiment centres around 
Janlna, the chief city of Eplrus, and its 
capture would doubtless create tremendous 
enthusiasm throughout tho kingdom. Dut 
that would he a pretty unsatisfactory off- 
set to the capture of Larissa and a Turkish 
march on Athens. Yet tho sending Into 
Kpirus of an army of 25,000 men under 
Manos must mean that Janlna is to be at- 
tacked. 
. 
: 


Here again Greece Is hampered by the 


poverty of her resources. With an abun- 
dance of men and hor&cs, an advance from 
Janlna through the mountains north of the 
frontier into. Macedonia, attacking the 
Turkish positions in the rear, would be ah 
obvious operation If only Prince Constan- 
llne were strong enough to hold Edtiem 
Pasha 
Iti his present position- .until the 


western force could fall, upon him. Hut 
since the Turkish commander exhibits both 
Iho dlsixisitlon and the ability to win vic- 
tories in Thessaly. tho Greek invasion of 
Epirus must be set down as a mistake. 


Tlie plan of operations on both sides may 


lie modified by the general expectation 
thai Iho powers will not allow the war to 
he carried to extremes. If Greece feels 
that Athena will be safe in any event, her 
march on JanLna becomes intelligible. .,If 
it impossible not to feel that the political 
Inleresl of Ihe war far exceeds Its- tactical 
interest. H ought to put an end to the' 01-. 
loman power in Kurope. It ought to fil.vo. 
Orele and Eplrus and.a good part of Macei 
donia to Greece. It ought to free the .Hal- 
kon stales from the iiest of Austrian an.d 
Russian Intrigue and Inlluencc. It will'do' 
none of these things, liccauso the govern-' 
inenfs of England and France have found 
it ppllllc to cleave to the.czar and the. 
kaiser through all the abominable 'crimes 
for which Ihe concertjs responsible, rather 
than to herd the desires of their own'peo- 
plo that Turkey In Europe be effaced.—

Xo passing sentl- 
mcnl has been allowed to interfere with 
the determination lo hold to that In pos- 
session and to add to it month by month, 
Jrar by year, generation by generation. 


The most striking example of adherence 


to the doctrine which leaches that great- 
ness is had through family, not individual, 
possessions is Ihe house of Aslor. -More 
lhan a hundred years ago, .in 17S9, John 
Jacob Astor the first started the family 


its way to its present posillon as the 


grca'csi landed proprietor on two conti- 
nents. Ho bought a lot In tbe Bowery, 
then known as Bowery lane, near Eliza- 
beth street. From time to lime he added 
lo his real estate holdings, and twenty-one 
years after his Initial purchase he was tho 
largest owner of real estate on Manhattan 
island. No one has yet arisen to take that 
proud place from the Astors, and the am- 
bition, if any sllll cherish it. Is almost 
hopeless. Ills descendant, William \\al- 
fiort and John Jacob Aslor. together own 
nine per cent of the »2.0W,COO,000 of real 
eslalo lr. this city, and each year the. In- 
crement 
added Is sufficient 
to provide 


many men with large fortunes. 


The first John Jacob Astor established 


tho policy of the family. He never sold 
a lot or building, and when he died he left 
its real estate in bulk to his Immediate 
araily. His sons and his grandsons have 
practically followed his example. The few 
parcels they have disposed of were out- 
ring »nd for the purposes of the develop-

Aquidneck look her to the gas company's 
wharf and furnished steam for pumping 
the oil inio the new Iron tank on tbe 
wharf. About . 136;OJO 
gallons 
were 


pumped In, and the barge was theu lowed 
away. 


This arrival marks a radical change In 


tho 
kerosene 
business 'In 
Newport. 


Heretofore the oil has been brought in 
barrels from Providence, special trips of 
tho toats being necessary, as the govern- 
ment will not allow kcnoscne to be car- 
ried with passengers. This has been a 
source of trouble for the steamboat com- 
pany, as It made the head of Commercial 
wharf an oil depot -which could not he 
kept clean in summer. Now. the oil will 
he delivered direct to dealers, in a tank 
wagon with a capacity of five hundred 
gallons, about ten barrels. 
Dealers are 


expected to have suitable lanks In their 
shops to receive Hhe oil. Many already 
havo such, and those ,who have not will 
for the present have their oil barrels re- 
filled. The same rule will apply to deal- 
ers in Middletown, 
Portsmouth 
and 


Jamestown, who will be supplied from the 
tank here. 


The tank bab a capacity of about 150,- 


000 gallons, and the supply left this morn- 
ing will be.sufficient for Newport's uso for 
about four months. The new arrangement 
will cheapen the oil to the local dealers, 
but will Involve tests by the Inspector of 
kerosene, who now- has little to do save to 
see that all the barrels have been tested 
in Providence. The testing is of course 
merely a matter of form, as the company 
furnishes only oil that is up to tbe stand- 
ard.
